Mature Age and Efficiency 


An Eastern professor recently informed a gathering of Eastern educa- 
tionists that no person over 40 years of age should be permitted to teach 
school. This recalls that other dictum of that famous doctor who said that 
every person over 65. should be quietly chloroformed. Both statements fail 
to convince because they are 80 palpably overstatements, 


It is true, of course, that youth is becoming more insistent for recogni- 
tion in the world of affairs, mainly because the problems of the times ap-; 
pear to call for that courage, initiative and energy which are compact of 
youth. The war robbed one generation of its birthright and opportunities. 
The depression appears to this generation to have repeated the process. That 
youth should be insurgent against conditions which they did nothing to bring 
about, is natural in the circumstances, and, possibly, salutary in the result. | 
The Communist movement in Russia was energized by the youth of Russia; | 


Mussolii recruited his Fascist army from the ranks of youth, Hitler has | 
enrolled German youth under the Nazi banner. These are manifestation of | 
youth's protest against forces inimical, they believe, to youth’s fulfifment. 


| 
The trouble is to set a hard and fast line where youth ends and age te: 


gins. If that were possible, it would be possible more accurately to estimate | Some of his most galvanizing phrases: | 


the significance of the two statements and their many imputations and im- 
plications. But there is no such line, It is possible to cite instances innumer- 
able of men beyond forty who have proved great teachers of the young, and 
men who have made their finest contributions to civilization after passing 
sixty-five. Had Arnold of Eton been forced to retire at 40, British education | 
would have been that muck poorer, Had Edison acknowledged his faculties | 
exhausted at that age, much of his work for the advancement of science and | 
enhancement of living, would have been left undone. Had forty seen the} 
vitality of Einstein’s mental powers reach its zenith, there would not have | 
been that competition among the great institutions of learning for his serv- 
ices which followed his expulsion from Germany. It was after he had pass- | 
ed the age of forty, that Henry Ford had his great idea and launched the} 
enterprises coupled with his name. The tally of similar examples can be| 
carried ad infinitum. 


In the political field, President Roosevelt, far beyond the assigned | 
“deadline’® of forty, has tackled the vast problems of his country with a | 
courage, vigor and zest which qualify him for a place with youth in these 
characteristics. Ramsay MacDonald, with equal energy and resource, did not 
hesitate, when the needs of his country called for drastic action, to scrap the 
ideals of a lifetime for ideas of more practical efficacy in the crisis of the} 
hour. The youth of Russia, Germany and Italy accepted leadership of men | 
beyond the “allotted span,” because these men oriented the chaos of ideas | 
tortnriug the youthful minds. Youth, apparently, construed in terms of ab- 
stract qualities, cannot be measured by age,—which suggests the well-known | 
saying, ‘‘A man is as old as he feels.” 

There must be some reason for @ prominent educationist to make so 
startling a statement to a gathering of educationists however. It is impossi- 
ble to believe that, with such an audience, he spoke in jest, in an idle mo- 
ment or without proper forethought. Perhaps his inspiration may be found 
in the work of the Spanish philosopher, Ortegay Gasset, who, in “The Mod- | 
ern Theme,” has suggested that each generation is distinct in itself in that it| 
differs in its reactions to ideas and environment from the generations pre- | 
ceding it. If this thesis be admitted, it would follow, of course, that one | 
generation’s viewpoint, being radically different from that of the one suc- 
ceeding it, the former is out of touch with the youth of its own day and 
therefore not qualified to be its mentor. The more remote the generation 
from that of school age, the more out of touch it would be with the student's 
ideas and ideals. 

Whatever the difference, custom has decreed that the one should be 
vested with the tutelage of the other. It is difficult to see how it could be 
otherwise. While there may be something in the contention that. the genera- 
tion from which the teacher be drawn should not be too remote from that 
furnishing the school population of today, it must not be forgotten that the 
knowledge gleaned from experience of life and living acquired by the older 
generation must be of inestimable value in preparing the young for their 

_responsibilities. 

After all, no new social structure is created with each new generation. 
They may improve, or remodel,—-and the social structure characteristic of 
western civilization is the cumulative result of such improvements. Some- 
thing constant is imparted from generation to generation however. So long 
@s this condition exists, the accumulated experience of the past must retain 
its value and, finding expression through the process of education, in school 
or in the home, be passed an to those preparing themselves for the duties 
and responsibilities of full citizenship. 

Youth demands recognition and should be recognized. But an intelligi- 
ble definition of youth, other than that of mere time, is necessary to com- 
plete acceptance of the statement that no person over forty should be en- 
trusted with the task of teaching youth.

Unusual Staff Employed 


Work In London Restaurant Done By | 


Ex-Convicts 

London has a restaurant which is 
partly staffed by ex-convicts and men 
and boys who are on probation, the 
promoter being Arnold Hall, connect- 
ed with the Howard League for Pen- 
al Reform ‘and very much interested 
in the work of assisting ‘‘old lags” to 
reform. The results of this unusual 
venture are said to be satisfactory. 

Arnold Hall began in 1926 in a cel- 
lar, with a convict who had been 33 
years in prison, a large piece of cloth 
and himself. They~ did upholstery 
work until they had accumulated 
some money and the present restayr- 
ant grew from this small beginning. 

“The thing works very harmonious- 
ly and the men are extremely hap- 
py,” Mr. Hall said. He explained that 
the restaurant at which from 80 to 
90 lunches are served every day is 
not only giving the men their indus- 
trial opportunity, but it is providing 
an acid test os to their intentions to 
go straight. 

The men started with a wage of 
five shillings a week and their lunch- 
es for a fortnight. After that they 
were given 25 shillings a week and 
later, if they are doing well, they 
receive 35 shillings a week. Eventual- 
ly they are made waiters and receive 
18 shillings a week, their lunches, in- 
surance and about 25 shillings in tips, 

There are men working in the res- 
taurant who have been in prison for 
more than 30 years. Boys are sent to 
him instead of to Borstal, the mag- 
istrate paying their wages.

Judgment Given Eamon De 

Valera In Will Case 
Miss Mary Fitzpatrick, a resident 
|of Brighton, in England, dying last 
year, bequeathed an estate of $15,000 
}in England. to Eamon de Valera, 
| President of the Irish Free State. 
| John Fitzpatrick, of Dublin, a 
brother of Miss Fitzpatrick, contest- 
ed the will, alleging that Miss Fitz- 
patrick was not of sound mind, and 
did not know or approve of the con- 
tents of the will. 

Mr. de Valera took action in the 
English Probate Court to enforce the 
will. 

Mr. Justice Bateson, sitting in Lon- 
don, gave full judgment for Mr. de 
Valera. He said he was satisfied Miss 
Fitzpatrick was of perfectly sound 
mind, and that John Fitzpatrick had 
completely failed to make out his 
case, 

The London Times report of the 
suit, Dec. 14, is headed simply ‘‘Ac- 
tion by Mr. De Valera.” Taere was 
no comment on the judgment in the 
Times or, so far ag we have noticed, 
in any British paper. 

Just a matter of course—British 
law, a British court, justice.

Expect Increase In 
Live Cattle Shipments 


Canadian Officials Anticipate Better 
Market In United Kingdom 

Officials of the agricultural depart- 
ment look forward to a good year in 
the ‘export trade of live cattle from 
Canada to the United Kingdom, des- 
pite the quota which will limit ship- 
ments for the first three months. The 
limit is slightly under 8,000 head, 
equal to what was shipped last year 
during the same three months. 

The United Kingdom had a short- 
age of root crops last season. The 
result was that many cattle raisers 
without sufficient fodder sold their 
cattle for slaughter when only par- 
tially finished. The shortage of feed 
in Canada also caused many unfinish- 
ed cattle in this country to be ship- 
ped to Great Britain. The result had 
a depressing effect on the market 
which was injurious to both British 
and Canadian cattle raisers. 


Basis Of Egg Weight 

The attention of egg shippers and 
egg packers is called by the Domin- 
ion Department of Agriculture to the 
fact that in the revised standard egg 
grades, individual eggs serve as the 
basis of weight rather than dozen or 
case lots. In the instance of Grade 
“A” large, for example, each individ- 
ual egg in the pack is required to 
weigh two ounces and over, Similarly

old war comrade, with whom he has

Idea Is All Wrong 


Scientists Maintain Rare Meat Less 
Nutritious Than Well Done 

Modern Samsons who attribute 
their muscular superiority solely to 
the fact that they munch their daily 
ration of meat when it is raw, red 
and juicy, are all wrong, according 
to two British scientists. 

These two scientists assert that 
contrary to popular belief, underdone 
meat is less nutritious than the more 
thoroughly cooked. 

Other culinary customs, which have 
stood the test of a thousand years, 
are upset by the research workers, 
who declare that a hot oven is un- 
necessary for the initial stages of 
roasting, as the high temperature 
does not form a juice-retaining pel- 
licle on the meat. 

Barbecue fans will thrill to the 
knowledge that meat roasted in the 
open is more nutritious than in the 
oven, Roasting, grilling and frying 
are found to result in smaller losses 
of mineral salts than either steaming 
or. boiling. 

The two main losses result from 
cooking, shrinkage and loss of the 
valuable mineral salts on which nutri- 
tion depends. The investigators say 
that overcooked meat contains, pound 
for pound, more protein and more fat 
than underdone.

British thrift is increasingly becom- 
ing a national virtue, as indicated 
by figures given by Walter Runci- 
man, president of the London Board 
of Trade, in connection with the na- 
tional savings movement. 

“The total wealth of small investors 
in various types of investment at a 
conservative estimate,’’ he _ said, 
“reaches the stupendous figure of 
£2,833,250,000 (approximately $14,- 
166,250,000). What with this national 
savings movement and all that per- 


tains to it, there is very little doubt * 


that we need have no fear as to th's 
country being swept away on & wave 
of Bolshevism.” 

Lord Mottistone, chairman of the 
movement, stated that the increase 
in the amount standing to the credit 
of depositors in the post office and 
trustee savings banks and to invest- 
ors in national savings certificates 
and in government stocks purchased 
throuugh the savings banks during 
the last three years, in spite of the 
financial crisis, was more than 3% 
times the increase during the pre- 
vious three years.

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Hedges And E 


Interesting Results Proved Through 

Observations At Swift Current 

A caragana hedge proved effective 
in checking evaporation, but its in- 
fluence did not extend beyond a dis- 
tance of 75 feet, according to obser- 
vations made at the Dominion Ex- 
perimental Station, Swift Current, 
Sask., during the past season. 

Weather factors which cause evap- 
oration of water from the soil also 
stimulates the dissipation of water 
by crops. Checking evaporation of 
water from the soil, therefore, means 
more water for crops and checking 
excessive evaporation from _ plants, 
usually termed transportation, will 
accomplish the same objective. Ex- 
periments have shown that 27 per 
cent. more water was used in tae 
protection of each bushel of wheat 
from land where evaporation of 
water was allowed to proceed over 
than from land where evaporation 
was checked. 

Earlier observation showed that a 
Cwragana hedge was effective as a 
windbreak to a distance of 50 feet 
for each foot in height of the hedge. 
Wind is the most potent factor in 
causing evaporation on the prairies, 
but is very fickle in its direction. In 
the Swift Current observations on 
evaporation, the hedge is five and a 
half feet high and lies in a north and 
south direction. At times the influ- 
ence of the hedge in checking evap- 
oration was unmistakable, but on 
other occasions, according to change 
in wind direction, it proved quite in- 
effective.

A scheme for the furtherance of 
world peace has been advanced by a 
Toronto author, W K. Dyer. The pro- 
posal, still in the early stages, is to 
develop a flag with the word “peace” 
emblazoned in deep blue letters on a 
white oval, representing the universe, 
and placed on a sky blue background. 
The finished product would be known 
as the “World Peace Flag.” 

It is intended by the author to 
have the word translated into various 
languages and send prints to their re- 
spective countries. Already the word 
j;has been placed on ten different 
prints, English covering the British 
Empire and the United States, Ger- 
man, Russian, Greek, French, Italian, 
Chinese, Hebrew and Esperanto, the 
international language. 

When the proposal has become con- 
crete, it is intended by the designer to 
have the peace flag submitted to the 
League of Nations for official recog~ 
nition, and it has been stated the 
League of Nations society in Canada 
is willing to consider the scheme 
when it is placed in their hands for 
discussion before submission to Gen- 
eva. 


However Mr, Dyer does not believe 
his scheme has advanced to the stage 
|} for such action, and is endeavouring 
to have the world peace flag in as 
|many languages as possible before 
taking a step in that direction. 

The finale of the scheme, after it 
has gained recognition, is to place 
the flags in the school rooms of the 
world so the meaning of “peace’’ 
may be impressed into the minds of 
; future generations. Accompanying the 
| flag is a five verse song, termed “Tho 
Children’s Song of Peace.” 

When the scheme would gain ma- 
turity, Mr. Dyer has not stated. But 
he believes the next few months 
would see the proposal advanced much 
further.

New Schedule Camo Into Effect The 
First Of January 

The riddle of why does a chicken 
cross the road is not a whit more 
baffling to a great many people than 
the new federal egg-grading regula- 
tions which came into force on Jan- 
uary 1, To those who take time out 
to study the act, however, it presents 
few difficulties. The terms “fresh spe- 
cials,” “fresh extras’? and “fresh 
firsts’ ‘are to be discontinued, In fu- 
ture fresh eggs will be designed as 
“A.” large; “A,” medium, and “A,” 
pullets. Eggs of more than 22 ounces 


to the dozen will be in the large 
category; the medium grade will 
weigh between 18 and 22 ounces, 


and pullets’ eggs will weigh up to 18 
ounces, Tae regulations put storage 
eggs in “B” grade, but patrons of Cen- 
tral market need not be concerned 
about that section of the act, because 
a city -by-law prohibits the vending | 
of storage eggs on the public square. 

Alfred Smees, manager of Central | 
market, drew attention to the fact 
that interior quality was a main fac- 
tor in the new grading schedule. | 
There will be none to dispute that, 
except for throwing, a fresh little 
egg is much to be preferred to a big 
bad one. Superficial inspection of the 
exterior isn’t helpful to egg shoppers, 
either. The customer must rely on 
the honesty of the purveyor, and the 
government, in its wisdom, gives egg 
dealers an especial incentive to be 
honest by providing stiff penalties 
for those who are not. For the pur- 
pose of the act, a fresh egg is one in 
which the air cell space does not ex- 
ceed one-quarter of an inch. There is 
a continuous process of contraction 
within the shell and when candling 
reveals an egg to have more tian 
this amount of air cell space, it is 
taken as prima facie évidence that 
the product is making ready to grow 
a beard, 

Egg dealers with an_ established 
clientele will not be annoyed about 
the new regulations. They cannot af- 
ford to sell eggs of inferior grade 
and, for the protection of their busi- 


ness, would be careful to keep quality | 


up even in the absence of official reg- 
ulations.—Hamilton, Ont., Spectator.

NO. 6—MYOPIA, OR “SHORT-SIGHTEDNESS” 


As explained in Article No. 4, to 
obtain normal vision, the depth of 
the eyeball and the curvature of the' 
Lens and Cornea should be in exact 
relation to each other. 

Should the depth be too great or 
the Lens or Cornea too convex then! 
the focal point of the image will be 
in the Vitreous Humor in front of 
the Retina. The rays from the image 
looked at, after focusing will cross 
and proceed to the Retina forming 
an enlarged but blurred image. Tais 
is the Myopic condition, and unlike 
Hyperopia, nature does not provide 
any means of overcoming it. - 

The average Myope (Myopic per- 
s0n) has no trouble at the reading 
distance, his trouble being poor dis- 
tant vision. It is significant that 
Myopic persons seldom indulge in 
outdoor sports or recreation but turn 
to books and study. The Germans as 
a nation are typical of this, especi- 
ally among the “intellectuals’’ which 
may possibly account for their ad-| 
vancement in science. It is esti- 
mated that of all the refractive 
errors of the eye only six or seven) 
per cent of people are Myopic.

JESUS BEGINS HIS MINISTRY 


Golden Text: “Repent ye; for the |

| Explanations and Comments | 


Capernaum Becomes The Headquar- 
ters Of Jesus, verses 12-16.—-Now 
when Jesus heard that John was de- 
livered up, He withdrew into Galilee. 
The Fourth Gospel narrates the ear- 
lier activities of Jesus in Judea, 
Chapters 1 to 3. From Judea He 
went first to Nazareth, but left that 
city (Luke 4:16-30 gives the reason) 
for Capernaum which lav on t 
of Galilee in the. midst of a densely 
populated region. Mattaew wrote his 
Gospel especially for the Jews, and 
he reminds them that Capernaum 
was in the borders of Zebulun and 
Naphtali, the two tribes who settled 
there in Old Testament times, and 
tells them that this was foreshad- 
owed by the saying of. isaiah the 
prophet, verses 15 and 16. The peo- 
ple that sat in darkness in Galilee 
did, in truth, see a great light, for in| 
| Jesus was life, and the life was the| 
light of men. 

“When the gospel was first preach- | 
ed to the Saxons of Northumbria, by} 
Paulinus (as we read in Bede's His- | 
tory), King Edwin sat in Council/| 
with his chiefs and wise men to con-| 
sult whether they should give up} 
their idols and believe in the Lord 
Jesus Christ One of the .Councillors | 
arose and spoke thus: “In winter, O 
| King, when thou art sitting in thy 
| hall at supper, with a great fire burn- | 
| ing, and thy nobles and commanders 
around thee, sometimes a little bird 

fes through the hall, in at one win- 
dow and out at another. The mo- 
ment of his passage is sweet to him, 
for he feels neither cold nor tempest; 
but it ig short, and from the dark 
winter he vanishes into the dark win-| 
ter again. Such, O King, seems to me | 
the short life of man; for we know 
not whence we came nor whither we 
go. If, therefore, this new doctrine 
' can teach us anything certain, let us 
embrace it.’

Extend Trade Treaty 


Second Extension Is Arranged Be- 
tween Canada And Germany 

A second extension as from Jan- 
uary has been arranged between Can- 
ada and Germany for the _ trade 
treaty initially contracted a year ago, 
according to an announcement made 
at Ottawa recently. On January 1 
last year Germany agreed to exempt 
Canadian goods from the “Ober- 
tariff,” or surtax, rates that were 
applicable to the products of countries 
which had not then negotiated com- 
mercial treaties with the reich. This 
agreement terminated on March 31, 
1933. 

As from April 1, it was renewed 
with Canada, according to Germany 
the benefits of the intermediate tariff, 
in return for which that country 
granted to Canada the “conventional’’ 
or treaty tariff on such commodities 
as normally were embraced with the 
“conventional tariff” schedules, On 
other commodities Canada was grant- 
ed the general tariff, with no applica- 
tion to any Canadian goods of the 
“Obertariff” rates. This agreement 
held until Dec, 31, 1933.

United States Government Banishing 
Billboards From Highways 

It seems almost too good to be 
true, yet a d'spatch from Woas‘sing- 
ton says that the Federal Govern- 
ment at last is going to do something 
about billboards. 

Wherever possible, the Public 
Works Administration is going to see 
that roads constructed w'th federal 
money are built on 150-fect right-of- 
ways, so that trees and natural 
screening which exist may be kept 
and new screening may be planted 
where it does not exist. Driving aleng 
these roads of the future, our eyes 
will rest on cool, green foliage, scar- 
let dogwood, tall pines or eucalyptus 
and not someone's blaring bid for our 
money. 

These wider right-of-ways will pro- 
vide room for footpaths where pedes- 
trians may walk in safety as well. 
Planted on either side, they will pro- 
tect the road from soil erosion as 
well as sheltering it from heat and 
cold. 

More fundamental reforms than 
this are issuing from Washington, 
but few which fill us with greater 
satisfaction.—Helena, Mont., Inde- 
pendent.

A Choice Of Evils 


In his address to the Canadian 
Society of Technical Agricuiturist 
at Ottawa, Sir §. John Russell, 
director of Rothamsted Experimental 
Station in England, said that even 
“with all the help of science and the 
kindly office of well-wishers, life can 
never be made entirely easy for the 
average farmer. He may be protect- 
ed by quotas and tariffs and helped 
by scientific advice as much as you 
like, but he must always take risks. 
It is usually a choice of evils, and he 
has to decide between one or more 
courses of action, neither of which 
he would choose to take, but he has 
got to do it. 

“The farmer’s life is well illus- 
trated by an incident I once met 
with in the west of England. There 
was a great stir because a lady of 
seventy was going. to marry a 
gentleman of seventy-one. But the 
matter was explained simply by one 
of her neighbors: “The winter is com- 
ing on, and the peat has to be got 
in for fuel, and the potatoes have 
to be lifted and brought in; it was 
a case of either marrying a husband 
or buying a donkey.” Well, that is 
very much the farmers’ situation. He 
is called upon to choose between two 
courses, neither of which is exactly 
what he would like to do, Our job as 
agricultural experts is to give him 
more alternatives, to try to make the 
various possibilities better for h'm, 
and the decision between them more 
easy.”
